On June 18, 1999, SBA Towers, Inc. ('ISBA') and GTE Wireless of the Midwest 

Incorporated (collectively, the "Applicants") filed an application seeking a Certificate of 

Public Convenience and Necessity to construct and operate a wireless telecommunications 

facility. The proposed facility is to be located at 1710 Owenton Road, Corinth, Grant 

County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the proposed facility are North Latitude 38" 29'

SBA has provided information regarding the structure of the tower, safety measures, 

and antenna design criteria for the proposed facility.

- Pursuant to KRS 100.987, the Applicants have submitted a copy of the uniform 

application to the Grant County Planning Commission (“Planning Commission”). The 

Planning Commission intervened in this proceeding pending its review of the proposal. 

The Planning Commission later filed comments stating that it had approved the proposed 

construction. The Applicants have filed applications with the Federal Aviation 

Administration and the Kentucky Airport Zoning Commission seeking approval for the 

construction and operation of the proposed facility. Both applications have been approved. 

The Applicants have filed evidence of the appropriate notices provided pursuant to 

807 KAR 5063. The notices solicited any comments and informed the recipients of their 

right to request intervention. To date, no comments have been filed with the Commission. 

Pursuant to KRS 278.280, the Commission is required to determine proper 

practices to be observed when it finds, upon complaint or on its own motion, that the 

facilities of any utility subject to its jurisdiction are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or 

insufficient. To assist the Commission in its efforts to comply with this mandate, SBA 

should notify the Commission if it does not use this antenna tower to provide service in the 

manner set out in its application and this Order. Upon receipt of such notice, the 

Commission may, on its own motion, institute proceedings to consider the proper practices, 

including removal of the unused antenna tower, which should be observed by SBA.
